THE ELEVENTH COMMANDMENT 


ea the decalogue of Moses, what would 
you write? Possibly you think that 
there are enough things that “thou 
shalt not” do and you would make the eleventh 
commandment more positive. If you happened 
to live in an environment where there were a 
great number of thou-shalt-nots we are sure 
that you would be positive in framing your 
eleventh commandment. 

Centuries and centuries ago the One who 
understood the human heart and human needs - 
better than any one else who had ever lived 
on this earth had in mind the need of a new 
commandment when He said, “A new com- 
mandment I give unto you, that ye love one 
another.” If we love God and our fellow man 
we shall not kill, steal, or lie. The new com- 
mandment, stated in its loving and positive 
fashion, is like a rebuke to the negativeness of 
the others. “Love therefore is the fulfilment 
of the law.” 

We can analyze any of the ten command- 
ments and find that love is the solution to all 
the problems involved in the subject covered 
by it. In fact, love puts an end to the necessity 
for all the little thou-shalt-nots that prevail 
in homes, offices, and public places. Where 
there is consideration of others, there is love 
and there is no need for thou-shalt-nots. 

Quite often home life is disrupted and co- 
éperation in the office is lacking because there 
are too many rules, laws, and prohibitions. 
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Many a head of the house treats his family 
as prisoners and they have no sense of personal 
freedom. Maintaining such a relation to his 
family, he imagines that he is a patriarch, a 
lawmaker, a Moses. For his household, such 
a domestic Moses usually makes laws that in 
no wise interfere with his own personal pleas- 
ures, and saddles upon relatives and wards 
rules that tend to enslave them to his own 
personal views of conduct. “Woe also to you 
expounders of the Law!” replied Jesus, “for 
you load men with cumbrous burdens which 
you yourself will not touch with one of your 
fingers.” 

These “expounders of the Law” are often 
encouraged in their unjust lawmaking by those 
who fall into a certain mesmerism of blind 
obedience. Not knowing Truth and being 
ignorant of their inherent freedom, they be- 
come enslaved to those who set themselves up 
as capable of writing the thou-shalt-nots of the 
household. “Not knowing God, ye were in 
bondage to them that by nature are no gods.” 

If the domestic lawmaker has love in his 
heart, then there is justice in his law. If 
the employer has love within him, then the 
rules of his office are not considered thou-shalt- 
nots but simply agreements by which the whole 
office force, working to one definite end, may 
coéperate best in loving service. 

Since love is our new commandment and is 
given us as the fulfillment of all the laws under 
which we find ourselves, then we must expect 
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love, not personal rebellion, to deliver us from 
any bondage to law. The juvenile in the home 
or the subordinate in the office is not in posi- 
tion to be a lawbreaker. The lesson of obe- 
dience which this or that person muct learn 
is almost as important as the lesson of love. 

The person who finds himself chafing under 
a thou-shalt-not cannot easily extricate himself 
from such a position simply by rebellion and by 
breaking the law. The same love that will 
prove to be his deliverance from unjust law 
must first show itself in willingness to obey 
and to codperate. Laws and rules are irksome 
only to the person who resists them. They 
seemingly do not exist to the one who works 
in harmony with them. Possibly he has dis- 
covered that his own consciousness of love has 
found love to be inherent to some extent in 
the law. 

There are no thou-shalt-nots to the person 
who lives in a consciousness of love. His love 
eventually delivers him from law. There may 
be several steps necessary before arriving at 
freedom and deliverance, but each step must 
be one taken in love. Those who live in homes 
under the spell of burdensome thou-shalt-nots 
must realize that, through love, justice and free- 
dom are at hand. Love must not be inactive 
or slow in working «ut such problems. Years 
and years should not be spent in imprisonment 
under unjust laws. Love is speedy and thor- 
ough in its work. 

A great number of the patients whe consult 
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psychoanalysts and metaphysical healers are 
those who are held in bondage to others. There 
are wives bound to cruel laws of husbands, 
grown children subjected to domestic rules that 
interfere with individuality and self-expression, 
laws and ryles that will eventually become 
powerless when love operates. 

Before you decide to break a rule of your 
household, be sure that all inner resistance or 
all sense of a lack of coéperation is removed 
from your heart. The new commandment of 
love may prove to be a source of more unhappi- 
ness than the little prohibitory commandments 
of your household if you do not use it with 
love. If you are more concerned with over- 
stepping the law than you are in establishing 
love, justice, and freedom, your eleventh com- 
mandment will become more burdensome than 
the other ten. 

A woman recently wrote to the writer: “My 
husband will not let us tune in the radio after 
9:30 at night, will not iet us have dinner guests 
on Sunday, will not let our son use the car on 
Sunday mornings, will not let our daughter bob 
her hair, will not let any of us discuss Unity be- 
fore him, or let my mother visit us longer than 
a week.” Love alone can break down such 
tyranny. The Moses of the old dispensation 
must be transformed into the loving Christ of 
the new. Such a lawmaker probably would be 
the first to rebel against complying with rules 
that interfered in similar degree with his own 
happiness.
